(PTS ) have not found this family in the U. S. Census but maybe I've 
just missed it. Mrs. Raymond (Rachel) Horne's book on the Oscar 
Mauldin family documents a Smith County 1850 Census listing of 
"Julius Maulden." I dug through the Census for 1850/1860/1870/1880 
and finally discovered that the Julius Maulden plus wife Harriett 
of 1850 were listed in 1860/1870 under the spelling of "MOULDER" 
Harriet is widowed by 1880 and is again listed, with young kids 
under “Moulder.” Julius had a relative, perhaps brother, named 
Daniel and the same applies reference the spelling of his last 
name. Therefore, I've concluded they were not MAULDINS at all 


Could the above "J. M. C. Mauldin" also have been a "Moulder ?* 


Mauldin and Moulder may both be from the same original surname for 
all that I know.

Bzekiel Maudlin, first in Perquimans, came from London, according to- 
family tradition. This name does not appear on any of the records of the 
Lower counties In Virginia, neither do the Quaker résords show a person of 
this name. So the opinion is advanced, that he came straight from England 
to Perg, or landed first in New England, where he m Hannah Nicholson (d 
of Curistopher, & Hannah . b Mch 4, 1667). It is positively known 
that Christopher Nicholson came to Perq from New Eng, where he had already 
m Hanunah.Rednap. The names & ages of his children are recorded in 
Berkeley Par Reg, but his marriage {s not mentioned.
